HILO, Hawaii, March 18.—The fol- 


lowing is published in the Tribune of 
this date: 


Dr. A. E. Nichols came up to Htlo 


again by the last Kinau and will prob- 
ably remain here a couple'of weeks on 
matters connected with the establish- 
ment of the proposed sugar plantation 
in Olaa, among which will be the buy- 
ing up of as much seed cane as can be 
secured. 


"I am willing to tell you everything 


I know about the project," said Dr. 
Nichols to a Tribune representative. 
"The capital behind the promoters of 
this enterprise is all local—that is, on 
the Islands—and it was not undertak- 
en until there was ample assurance 
that the cane possibilities were per- 
fectly good. One of the men back of it 
who has had ample experience with 
sugar, after a trip of investigation 
through the district, said he believed 
it was the finest cane'district on the 
Islands. 


"The land we have secured lies on 


both sides of the road and is contin- 
uous up to the twenty-first 
mile, 


though, of course, there are tracts here 
and there which we have not been able 
to obtain. In all we have about 8000 
acres. We are prepared to tan.e more, 
and probably shall. Indeed the extent 
is almost indefinite and a mill will be 
erected capable of handling the pro* 
duct of 20,000 acres. 
Investigation 


lead's us to believe that there 
are 


sources of water supply far greater 
tfhan has oeen generally supposed, al- 
though we shall not probably do any 
fluming but will transfer the caoe by 
trolley system and railways running 
through the land. 


"The stock will be put on the mar- 


ket in Hilo and Olaa as well as Hono- 
lulu. There is quite a desire noticeable 
to purchase these shares, and in Olaa 
shares of stock were frequently taken 
In exchange for land, 


"TOiifl proposition has really been a, 


godsend to many men there, who are 
now able to pay up their liabilities and 
have a decent sized sum to the good, 
and who would otherwise he,ve been 
unahje to pull out. I never attempted 
to jew down a land holder if he asked 
anything reasonable for his property, 
because I knew it was a good enough 
proposition for everybody to make 
something out of. These people bad 
borne the brunt in showing the district 
was good lor something and I wanted 
them to reap the advantage of it. 


"Coffee already doing well and ad- 


vanced in age will be left and cultivat- 
ed along with sugar. Partly as •& mat- 
ter of sentiment and partly because it 
is by no means certain that It will not 
be as good a thing to its way as sugar. 
At least both 
will be given even 


chances. Again, if the co-operative 
plan should be tried, and families lo- 
cated to work on Phe plantation, they 
^ ill be given a few acres of coffee each 
to cultivate on their own account 


"A railway line, which will be part 


of a system, running up the coast, and 
eventually belting the Island, will run 
from HJo to Olaa by which the pro- 
duct will be shipped to the coast This 
will be put through by the same cap- 
italists as the plantation but will be 
run separate from It

NEAR 
HILO 


Was With Sheriff Andrews-The 


Officer's Account —It was a 


Stirring1 Adventure. 


Frank Vida, of the Union Feed Com- 


.pany, of this city, again demonstrated 
his nerve by fc^ving his own llfean a 
flood adventure on Hawaii. He and 
Sheriff Andrews were together. 


Sheriff Andrews gave_thla account to 


the Herald: "The watfir was just boil- 
ing down Maulua gulch and, not know- 
ing Mr. Vlda very well, I asked him if 
he would cross or wait until the water 
went down. He said he was not afraid 
and would cross with me. His horse 
had a short rope on hia neck, but be- 
fore starting to cross I suggested put- 
ting a longer rope to it so that in the 
event of an accident there would be 
something to tie to. Vida tied the knot 
and it was a good one. The other end 
of the rope was on the north shore 
and the Portuguese .boy and myself 
stood -by while Vida started dn to bat- 
tle. His horse had gone only a short 
distance when the current struck him 
and he attempted to turn back, but 
Vida forced him to go ahead. A minute 
later and the horse was off his feet and 
going down the stream, rolling over 
and over, and Vida hanging on with 
one hand in the rope around the 
horse's neck and the other grasping 
the pommel of the saddle. The water 
had washed him out of the saddle and 
to let go meant sure death. I grabbed 
the shore end of the rope and took a 
turn around a tree, in the meantinv 
calling to Vida to hang on. I passed 
rhe rope to the Portuguese boy and ran 
around the guava trees which fring' 
the side of the gulch and when I go 
opposite Vida, about a hundred fee 
below where he started, he 
wai 


jammed up against a big rock. I wad 
ed out a lew feet until I could* grasn 
his hand, and helped him adhore. H 
did not collapse when he reached terra 
firma, but he came close to it, for not 
only was the shock to his nervous sys 
tern very great, but he was badly 
bruised about the legs from coming in 
contact with the rocks. He was as- 
sisted to a native (house/where he" wa 
given dry clothing, and when he bac 
recovered ihe continued his journey. H 
is the grittiest young fellow I eve 
saw." 


Mr. Vida, in speaking of the affair 


said to a Herald representative: 


"It was the closest call I ever ha 


and I would not repeat the experience 
for a very large block of Oahu stock 
I owe my life to the coolness and 
prompt action of Sheriff Andrews, 
am considerably bruised about one leg 
but in other respects I am all right. : 
lost all my clothing by the acciden 
and about $60 in gold which happened 
to get washed out of my pocket. I am 
going to return to Walmea by the same 
route and if the water happens to be 
high when I reach the gulch I will just 
sit on the bank and whistle until i 
goes down." 


FROM MR. THREE C. 


Soldier Known Here Tells of Ma- 


nila Fighting, 


C. C. Conley of the 13lh Minnesota 


Volunteers, who is well 'known In Ho- 
nolulu, has written to a friend in this 
city from Manila, under date of Feb 
10th, as follows: 


"We have Just got back from the 


front, ihaving been out three days and 
nighte fighting the Insurgents. We ikill- 
ed tinem by the hundreds and are stll! 
after them. The (Filipinos 'have 100,000 
soldiers and' 20,000 gons, five men to a 
gun. As soon as one drops another 
takes bis gun. They ihare in addition 
to their rifles a number of field guns. 
The Bight of thousands of yelling na- 
tives charging upon one with gons and 
long sharp ifcnlves is enooigh to turn 
the hair gray. We have Jos* eo tar 48 
killed and 250 -wounded, Remember 
me to all my friends."

(Rusaell Colegrove, formerly', con- 


nected with the Columbia, alao testified 
in regard to itibp $40,000 paid aV Seattle. 
In addition to that amount the Hen. 
homers 'had spent in Seattle about $30,- 
000 in repairing the boilers, hull, and 
other paraphernalia. He would (be wiu- 
ing to go to San jPnancisoo in her after 
some slight repairs ihad been made, 
with Oapt. Smith commanding- The 
repairing necessary to tafee her to that 
port would cost about $10,000. Ttfe con- 
sidered her seaworthy. 


Captain Smith -was recalled. He con- 


sidered *he vessel seaworthy as she is 
to-day. He would advise, though, that 
temporary repairs -be made on ier toe- 
fore talking her to sea. 


W. J. Dyer, mechanical engineer at 


the. Honolulu Iron Works, ihadx<made 
am examination of her machinery and 
iron work. He found most of <ufe ma- 
chinery in apparently good condition. 
He thought -there were about 1<W tons 
01 scrap Iron in her which la worth 
aoout three-fourths of a cant per 
pound. He did not thiok that ..tine ma- 
chinery oould be used except as scrap 
iron. 
'- 


Capt. C. 3. Madsen, of the Palls of 


Clyde, had made an examination of the 
steamship. He would have pai& about 
$500 for her, tout not more. It would 
not pay 'him to break up. 


Captain Dabel, of .the Aloha, testified 


ihe 'had had some experience in 


breaking up vessels. This steamship 
as she lay there at present with every- 
thing might be worth $500. He had 
an experience a .few years ago with 
a vessel which he had purchased on 
Kauai. After breafldng it up the re- 
sult was minus $54. 


Captain . Peabody testified that he

He did not consider 
her seaworthy. He would not give over 
$1000 for tihe vessel and contents with 
a view to breaking her up. 


. Keech, superintending engineer 


of Inter-dslandCo-.thought that the ma- 
chinery seemed to ;be in apparent good 
repair. It would -be good for scrap iron 
if taken out. He thought there were 
about forty-five tons of coal in sight. 
He did not believe that the dynamo 
would bring more than $350 or $400 if 
sold at auolion. If it were u«w and 
a man had use for it, it might be worth 
$1500. 


Mr. Theo. Hoffman, of the electric 


works, testified that -he had made an 
offer of $300 for the electric plant on 
board the Columbia. If it were guar- 
anteed he might perhaps give $450,. 


Onarles McLane, marine engineer, 


testified that the engines were in pret- 
ty bad shape. He thought there were 
about fcHty-flve tons of coal on board. 
The engines <were fit for scrap iron.

Pitcairn Island Colony is 


Given Reproof. 


Must be Radical Changes—Conclu- 


sions Prom an Official 


Report. 


Pitcairn island, as seen by the crew 


of a man-of-war, says a coast paper, 
differs materially from the island as 
viewed by the members of the. fo'castle 
of tire brig Pitcairn. The brig's tars 
report a South Sea Eden as existing 
where dWfeji the descendants of the 
mutineers of the Bounty, but the flght- 
itg sailors say that the place is the 
home of degenerates, a highly immor- 
al community, and one which will 
soon have to toe taken in charge by the 
'British Commissioners and made re- 
spectable. 


A report has just reached this city 


in a private letter that the investiga- 
tion ordered from Australia by the 
•British Government has resulted in 
tihe expose of Pitcairn methods that 
are* not in ikeeping with religion or 
civilized procedures. Hamilton Hun- 
ter, Special Commissioner for Sydney, 
has sent in (his findings and they are 
oif a very sensational nature and will 
not ibe calculated to inspire lovers of 
the "iittle white missionary vessel" 
•with entire confidence in the South Sea 
Island outfit. Commissioner Hunter's 
paper is .backed up by the officers of 
tihe British warship Comus now at 
Victoria, on which vessel the Commis- 
sioner toow. passage for the island. 
Rear-Admiral Pal User suggests to the 
British Government that a Governor 
•be appointed to the island, and he 


states that the lack of morals and the 
l<yw mental condition of some of the 
Islanders is due to environments and 
aibsence of discipline. Hunter writes 
that the people are 'lax in morals, 
weak in intellect, lazy and rapidly de- 
generating." They have the slanting 
brow, the brute feature, but ttoey 
haven't got the hoe. They are too lazy 
to work and too stupid to accomplish 
much if they did. 


England desires Co transfer the en- 


tire colony to Tahiti. There was some 
talk of placing them on Norfolk Isl- 
and, but the scheme has been abandon- 
ed. The colonists tave married and 
intermarried so frequently that there 
is little ihope of bettering their moral 
or iphysiaxl conditions. It is hoped, 
though, that .by separating the families 
there -will be no more intermarrying 
and the race may be improved.

Diedrichs had shown more taetf%st 
sununerr'before Manila it would unde- 
niably have ibeen productive of good 
results all round.

The 
main troulble was that the Admiral was 
insufficiently informed regarding inter- 
national naval usages in such a deli- 
cate situation.

than in a blockaded port, thus arous- 
ing distrust upon the part of the Am- 
ericans." 


The above is important as being the

Bay.

I was then, 
a lady in waiting to Queen Kaplolani 
and little thought that the time would 
come that they would be a profit to jne. 
But I have been given permission by 
th* kind keeper of the grounds to take 
away the dead branches from these— 
my trees—and weave them into beau- 
tiful mats."

A BATTLE ROYAL IN SIGHT 


Western Man Seated to Succeed 
' the Czar-Reed's Offences—His 


Great Strength. 


WASHINGTON, March 10.—Th* ad- 


ministration's contest against Reed for 
re-election as Sneaker 'Is occupying 
much space in the Eastern press. It is 
likely to become historical, and may 
have a most Important hearing on the 
Presidential campaign 
next 
year. 


Reed's jealousy of McKinley is well 
known. It is of long standing and ap- 
pears to have become chronic. 


In discussing this subject a leading 


Republican today said: 
"1 am sorry 


that events have so shaped themselves 
as to force the President to ngut Reed. 
Mr. Reed is of course a tough customer, 
and he can make a good deal of 
trouble, but Mr. McKinley has demon- 
strated that he is a pretty good poli- 
tician, and I am satisfied that be will 
prove to be equal to the present emer- 
gency. Mr. Reed was given every op- 
portunity to adjust matters on a satis- 
factory basis, but declined to avail 
himself of it. That the administration 
can defeat Reed for Speaker of the 
Fifty-sixth Congress is the conviction 
of the great majority of conservative 
observers. Some Western man will be 
picked out for the administration 
forces to rally around. It may be 
Henderson of Iowa, or Hopkins of Illi- 
nois, or some unknown man, but the 
decision is In favor of a man from the 
West. 


"There is method in this, of course. 


The 'bulk of the Republican member- 
ship of the next House will be com- 
posed of Western men. They will be 
in the majority and should, in the nat- 
ural order of things, dominate (the 
House. It will be easier to defeat Reed 
with a Western man that with Mr. 
Sherman or any one from the Eastern 
States. 


"Mr. 
Reed can also continue his fight 


against the administration 
from the 


floor, but the President believes that if 
Mr. Reed can be reduced to the ranks 
in the House he will become more 
tractable. Anything would be prefer- 
able, be thinks, to his re-election as 
Speaker.". 


It is pointed out that Mr. Reed was 


opposed to the annexation of Hawaii, 
which the administration favored; that 
he was at no time in sympathy with 
the administration's Cuban policy, 
that he opposed the acquisition of the 
Philippines and of Porto Rico, and was 
unfriendly to army reorganization on 
a permanent basis; that he opposed 
the Nicaragua canal, which is regarded 
as essential to the development of the 
expansion: policy, and 
the 
Pacific 


cables, being responsible for the defeat 
of both schemes. 


It is suggested that his opposition 


thus disclosed to the general policy of 
the administration will be almost cer- 
tain to hinder action if he is Speaker 
of the next House, and that moreover, 
his great power and prominence en- 
courage the development of an anti- 
administration faction in the 
party 


along almost the same lines of oppos'- 
tion, save on the money question, as 
those adopted by the followers of W. 
J. Bryan—anti-expansion, anti-army, 
antl-almoat everything that the admin- 
istration Is for. Moreover, it is assert- 
ed that even on the money question 
Mr. Reed's plans differ from those of 
the administration. 


Notwithstanding the opposition to 


Reed for political reasons, it is con- 
ceded that he is the biggest and brain- 
iest Republican alive, and it is prob- 
able that when it comes to a show- 
down many of those representatives 
who now talk bravely of opposing bim 
will fall into Reed's lines as heretofore

Famine.

a large bundle of Manila papers re- 
ceived toy the Doric: 


Admiral Dewey, Capt. Lamberton of 


the Olympia and several ladies went up 
the river in the Admiral's launch and 
visited San Pedro Macati. While at 
the headquarters of Gen. King the boys 
stirred up a nest of insurgents, who 
sent a lively shower of Mausers whistl- 
ing all around thejjuarters. The naval 
party hastily returned to the launch 
and went full speed down the river 
where the ladies were out of danger. 


The other night the patrol in the 


Quiapo district was fired upon from a 
house. Luckily the bullet hit the pave- 
ment in front of the foremost patrol- 
man. 
The house was searched and 


found vacated. Two old pin flre re- 
volvers were found lying near the win- 
dow from which the shot was flred. A 
chamber in one of them had been dis- 
charged.

All coun- 
try products are increasing rapidly In 
price. Meat is over 80 cents and some- 
times nearly a dollar a pound in the 
native markets. And eggs have gone 
up three dollars per hundred. It is 
nearly impossible to purchase chicken 
eggs, duck eggs being the only ones 
procurable in any quantity.

bamboos along the front, and one gang 
made a break for "libertad" last week.
